the National Progressives, with whom 
Dr. Clark aligned ‘himself when he left 
the seats of the-Unionists. Any pro- 
test. against class domination is 
laudable enough at this time, and if 
received with applause by the.’people 
would be an-indication that they were 
at last becoming wise to the political 
game which has been played s0 as- 
tutely for many years in Canada as 
elsewhere. As a matter of fact, have 
we had anything else but class domi- 
nation in political politics and the\di- 
rection of the affairs of the Dominion. 
for the past half century? And, judg- 
ing by the recent utterance of Mr. 
Meighen -at Portage la Prairie, one 
man at least considers such a state of 
affairs devoutly to be desired as 
vermanent one. 

I cannot however bring myself to 
see that the recent political happen- 
ings, first in Ontario, then in Medi- 
cine Hat and Alberta, indicate any 
readiness on the part of the people to 
swap bosses at this time. It ‘indicat- 
es, I submit, that there is a growing 
disbelief in that ancient superstitution, 
so well sustained by the newspapers, 
that politicians can be trusted to man- 
age the affairs of the people. The 
farmers are not politicians—not yet— 
and we have, shown ourselves ready in 
Alberta to give them the benefit of the 
doubt as to what they may become in 
the future. 

Moreover, their platform is by .no 
means purely agrarian. There is 
hayseed,on it to be sure, but there are 
other things; and it is these other 
things which appeal to 
thinkers all over the land. Being 
myself a liberal in politics (note the 
word {fs spelt without a capital), and 
an idealist in philosophy, I sort of coi- 
ton to a political program which has 
some idealism in it. For the same 
reason I cottoned to ‘the program of 
the English Labor party enunciated in 
1919. When Mr, Meighen said the 
other day, when announcing the cdm- 
Ing election, that. it wuold tbe fought 
out on one issue only, namely, the 
tariff, I for one felt a sense of resent- 
ment at being ‘dictated to-as to my 
political goal. Recently he has reiter-
